It may be lawful for us to obey and ſub- 


mit to many Things in a Prince, which. it 
may...not. be lawful for him to command 3 
For Ex:mple, It was not lawful for the 
Roman Empe tors to maſſacre and defiroy 
the Chriſtians in that cruel Manner, yet it 
Was la wfuk för the 'Chriftians to ſubmit to 
Martyrdem, and patieatly to ſuffer. 

Nay, Pn go farther 5 if a People are 
ſubda'd,- and do voluntarily ſubjett them- 
ſetves to the ⁊hſdlate Win of their Prince, 
without Limitation of Compacts, Corona- 
tiom Gachs, Mn Cnvema, and the like, 
there may be mote to beè ſaid, than in 
Country where Princes reteive Crowns. on
